Secretary of the N avy Daniels has 
signed an order which absolutely pro­ 
hibits the use or Introduction of al­ 
coholic liquors upon any vessel of the 
navy, or within the confines of any 
navy yard or shore station. 
This order, 
which w ill become effective Ju ly I, 
was issued on recommendation of Sur­ 
geon General Unlisted. 
Besides abolishing what is known as 
the officers’ wine mess on board ship 
and sale of liquor at the numerous 
officers’ clubs on shore Mr. Daniels’ 
order is so sweeping as practically to 
enforce total abstinence upon naval 
officers for extended periods.

hope that the wireless search of the 
sea might bring some word from the 
missing vessel whose loss would de­ 
prive whole settlements of their bread 
winners and render more than 1,000 
women and children dependent upon 
charity.
